Orelle it 
may be applied to the condition of the Fews with re- 
ſped to the ſeveral enemies which they had from time 
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to time, to the Captivity. At which time eſpecially, | 
we find the Amonites and Moabites, the Edomites and” _ 


Philiftins, in Ezck, 25, with thoſe of Tyre, chap.26, to 
have been ſworn enemies to the welfare of Ifracl, and 
to have rejoiced in the deſtruction and captivity of that 
people.

penncd, it 1s not fo fit to determine, as 1t 1s to obſerye 
the lively repreſcntation that is here made of the en- 
mity which the wicked do bear to the Church and peo- 
ple of God ; and of the necd which the Church hath 
of, and of the protection it finds by the Divine Pro- 
vidence. 

The Fews were a typical people, an emblem of what 
the Church was like to be, and of what it was like to 
meet with in future ages. They were ſeldom or never 
without enemies, and thoſe enemics never without miſ- 
chievous deſiyns, which they Jaid with great cunning, 
and proſecuted with all their might ; but they were al- 
ſo never without a defence, and with which they were 
always ſafe. The enemies might advile and confpire, 
confederate, aſſemble and joyn together ; they might 
proceed, and promiſe themſelves ſucceſs in their de- 
| ſign; bur as long as Iſrael was the Church of God, it 
was ſafe : and as till it needed perſecution, 1t ſhould be 
WE preſerved from ir; fo till it deſerved it, ſhould never 
BS be forſaken. This is the account which the Pſalmiſt 
| gives of the late of thar Church with reſpect to 1ts ene- 
| mics that {ought to deſtroy it, and with reſpect to God, 
who took carc to preſerve it.

When we conſider what the Church of God is, and 
of what excellent perſons its Family doth conſiſt, and 


by what excelient Rules it 18 ordered, we may think ic 


as {ate from all outward violence, as irom any inward 
Uiſcemper; and that. it ſhould not fiad any enemies, 
1 tt doth not by any juit zaviteon) make them. 
Fro; Whene? come warns and frubtings among you? Come 
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they not hence, even of your laſts that war in your We 
bers? Te Inſt and have not : ye hill and deſire to bawe. 
James 4.1.9. When men do greedily delire what ano- 
ther doth poſle(s, and ule violence to thruſt him out 
of his right that they themſelves may enjoy it: when 
they do envy the good of others, and do maliciouſly 
endcavour to ſupplant them in it : when they do ſeek 
to revenge themſelves upon thoſe that have done them 
a real injury, or that have prevented them from doing 
it to another; they grow quarrel\om and contentious, 
and fill the World with diviſions and ſtrites, hatred and 
variance, blood and fſlauyhter. But now when men 
are mcek and pcaceable, when they are not forward 
to do any wrong toothers, and backward to reſent what 
they receive from them ; one would think that they are 
as ſecure from recciving, as they are above the defi Tegn! 
of doing any hurt ; as the Apoſtle ſaith, 1 Per. 3. 13, 
IWho will barm you if ye be followers of that which 7s 
good ? This is indeed often the reward. of meeknels, 
and modeſty, of integrity and faithtulnels, of juſtice 
and honeſty, of goodneſs and piety, hat it gains the 

ood will and the good word of others, and procures 
peace and ſafety to thoſe that practice it, But yet it 1s 
no rare thing for the beſt of men,and the beſt Religion 
in the World to meet with fvrce oppolitions and ſharp 
perſecutions. An inſtance of whichis the people of Iſrael, 
who were continually praQiſed upon, invaded and. al- 
faulted by thoſe thar were their neighbours. We find 
that 
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that no tie or obligation could {ecure them againſt, or cn 
gage others to be for thein, but that they ached and 
took all advantarcs to ſurprize, to ſpoil and to ruin them, 


ctome of theſe nations (poken of in this Pſa, had more - 


reaſon to be their Friends than their Enemies. The 
Iſhmoelites delcended diretly from Abrabam, and the 
Hagarens are ſuppoled to be his poſterity alſo by Ke- 
tura», whom ſome think to have been Hagar that he 
took again after Sarai's death, The Moabites and Am- 
monites were the off. {pring of Lot. The Edomites 
ſprung from Eſau the brother of Jacob: And which 
three laſt, beiides this relation by blood, had a particular 
reaſon to forbear all Ads of Hoſtility, as they were not 
diſturbed by the [ſraelites when they patled by them in- 
to Canaan, Deut. 2. 5, 9. The reſt of them were ſuch 
_ iſrael did not diſturb or invade, unleſs when in- 

aded, contenting themſelves with what was given them 
bo the decree,and order,and appointmear of God.

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This is one great reaſon of the quarrel betwixt us and 
the Church of Rowe, and of all thoſe attemps made 
upon us by a Foreign Power. England is a fruitful 
Country, and the. people, of their own temper,inclined 
to devotion; and it was a plentiful harveſt which ſome 
men reaped here in former times from Peter-pence, and 
firſt-Fruits, and Penſions, and Appeals, and Diſpenſa- 
tions, and Indulgences, and Jubilees, and Pilgrimages ; 
they were goodly days when there were frequent re- 
turns 1n theſe kinds from hence to Rowe: but now that 
there isa great Gulph fixed, by Laws and Statutes and 
Penalties, betwixt us and them, ſo that they which 
would pals from hence to them cannot ; neither can 
they paſs to us, that would come from thence about 
{uch affairs without danger, whilſt thole Laws are in 
being, and are put in execution; their bank 1s ſunk , 
and they would fain be returning to their old quarter. 
There are Abbies, and Monaſtries, Frieries and Nunne- 
ries,with noble Mannors and large Demeſnes;, there are 
Benefices and Colledges which they thirſt after. Thele 
are the Souls rhat they ſo dearly prize and venture ſo 
hard to reſcue out of the fire; thele are the Proſelytes 
which they above all labour to gain : and becaule they 
are ſtill kept out, what broils and ſtirs do they make? 
what do they not threaten and endeavour ? And befides, 
there is danger, leſt if they invade not us,that we ſhould 
grow upon them, and other people begin to be wile as 
well as ours. Such alſo may come to {ce that Religion

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conſifis not in the SG of a Church, or looking 
devoutly upon a Relique, or kifling a piece of wood, | 
or bowing to an Image, or croſſing the breaſt, or in 
fingring of Beads, or ſaying Prayers by tale, or being 
clad with the Robe of St. Francis, or walking barctoot, WW.

ing forthe dead, nor of Money to-purchale thoſe Ppray-

Again, if there be no infallibility amongſt them, if 
their Popes have miſtaken in point of faith, and their 
decrees have been erroncous ; if their Councils have 
milſcarried in their determinations ; 1t Tradition hath 
tailed in what they pretend to be conveighed down by 
It; if their Church, that is, be no better than others; 
and whatever it pretends to, can really claim no better 
infallibility ; Then what need will there be of being 
ſolicitous and inquiſitive about what ſhe ſhall require 
or determine ? what need any one take a long journey 
thither, when he may with greater caſe and as much cer- 
tainty have his caſe reſolved at home ? Could that 
Church do no more than others, and had it no ſuch thing 
as a treaſure of Merits and Superarogaions, no publick 
and general ſtock from whence ſuch-may be relieved as 
|. having made little conſcience of Religion whilſt the 
lived, have no other claim to the privilcdges of it when 
'they come to dye; where would be the profit that doth 
daily accrue to it by the ifluing out of Indulgences ? 
Were there nothing in the Reliques that are ſhewed b 
them, and no more in that Blood of Chriſt which the

25, Sirs, Te know that by this craft we have 
our wealth, This, this 1s a cafe puts them hard to it, 
and therefore they are concerned, nearly concerned to 
ſee that this Heretie ſpreads no-turther, and to root it 
up wherever it hath already prevailed. 

, It may proceed from the excellency of a Church, 
when it doth outſhine them in the beſt and trueſt Per. 
feQions, and that true goodneſs and ſubſtantial piety is 
there taught and praftiſed. When it is not taken up 
with little things, with imageries and fantaſtical appear- 
ances, but that the Religion 1t owns is what tends to 
make men better, and that they are made by it not fo 
much Profſelytes to a particular way, as to Vertue and 
Chriittanity. Give me a. Religion that works this way, 
that we may lay hold upon, that gives ſuch rules and 
direions as will abide the examination, and Jaſt 
throughout ages, and are of good uſe to the world.

upon miſchief, and full fraugit with evil and pernici- 
ous inclinations and deſiyns, God may make uſe of that 
temper for the ſerving of his own Providence, and may 
dire it as he pleaſeth without being guilty of the fin 


of it, So Pſal, 105. 25, He turned their beart to hate &.{ 


2 br .. : 
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bis people, to deal ſubtilly with his ſervants. Their heart 
before was corrupt and miſchievous, and he made ule 
of it for the ſerving of his own deſign ; He doth not 
infuſe this into ſuch, or neceſſitate them by any abſolute 
decree or a of his own to be ambitious, or proud, or 
covetous,or cruel, but it is what he finds;and the diretion 
of it to ſuch obje&ts, doth no more make him the Au- 
thor of it, than that perſon that divides and direQts the 
Stream, can be the maker of it. It 1s what he finds 
to his hands, and what he doth only order and diſpoſe 
of. 

And thus much is intimated in the phraſe uſed in 
Scripture of ſtirring up an adverſary, God Dy his difpo- 
ſal ordering and dire&ing the inclinations of men that 
were before in the heart, according as time and occaſ\i- 
on requireth. This is plain in what is ſaid, 1 Kings 
IT. 14, The Lord ſtirred up an adwerſary unto Solomon, 
Hadad the Edomite, be was of the Kings ſeed in Edom. 
Hadad being beaten out of his Country by David, and' 
forced to take ſhelter under the King of Egypr, did 
doubtleſs wait an opportunity of returning, and yet 
notwithſtanding, we had nothing of any attempts made 
by him that way till the latter end of Solomoz ( to 
whom God had promiſed a peaceable reign, as long as 
he continued to ſerve him ) when his wives had turned 
away his heart after other gods, werſ. 4. and then Ha- 
dad'is ſaid to have deſired Pharoah's leave to depart, 
verſ. 2x. God then making uſe of the ſetled-inclina- 
tions. 
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tions of his mind, in puniſhment to Solomon for his A- 
poſtacy. So Gods ſaid to ſend the Aſſyrian, Iſa. ac. 


5, 6. His pride and vain glory, were what did engage

For all: the action. in the world; without 
good conſultation, may be baffled and dilappointed; 


and the ſhrewdeſt conſultation without vigorous action: ' 


will come to nothing ; but when both theſe do meet, 
it hath the faireſt hopes of. ſucceſs. And this the Ad-. 


verlarics- 
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- verfaries of the Church are not wanting in, who do too 
often ſurmount in both, thoſe that have the beſt cauſe, 
and whoſe greateſt intereſt it is to defend it, But 
there are particular ways which ſuch do take. As, 

c. Slandering their adverſaries, and railing falſe re- 
ports of them. They are then dealt with as the pri- 
mitive Chriſtians were by their perſecutors, who were 
drelled up in the skins of ſuch Creatures as would the 
more exaſperate and invite the wild beaſts to which 
they were expoſed, to tear and devour .them ;_ they 
ſhall be repreſented as Hypocrites and Deceivers, as 
Herettcks and Infide]s, as pernicious and dangerous, 
So it was with the Chriſtians of old, who were ſaid to 
'be Atheiſts and contemners of all Religion, and guilty 
of the fouleſt crimes, as Sacriledge, Sedition, Inceſt and 
Murder ; and it is no wonder when thus repreſented, 
thar ſome of the beſt of the Heatheniſh Emperers made 
Laws and Edids againſt them, and followed them with 
fevere perſecutions, as Trajan, Adrian, and Antoninus, 
till they were made to underſtand better by their Apo- 
| logiſts. And ſo it happens often in the World, that 
Religion for want of being underſtood, and the Re- 
hgious for want of being truly known, are evil intrea« 
red by them rhat mean well. But as ſuch by miſtake 
and milreport may become Enemics to what 1s good, 
thinking it to be evil ; ſo bad men are willing to have it 
lo, and do therefore take all occaſions to alperle Reli- 
gion, that they may cxpole that and thole that are =_

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than themſelves to obloquy and reproach ; for by how * 
much the more they can caſt dirt upon them, by ſo .; 


much the more do aw; think themlelves vindicarall 


And this 1s no {mall a:tifice of the Church of Rome, in if

lay any thing that will ſerve to diſgrace them. They

them ridiculous or worſe, and to take the people off 


from condoling their misfortune ; they will deſcribe ;.

them implacable, Thus we find they did by Luther, 
whom they will needs have to dye, juſt when he had

ter by Jacob le Vaſſeur Dean of Nowiodunum, in his 
Book which he publiſhed of the Annals of that Church 
in 1633. Thus would they make our Religion and all 
that profeſs it, look miſcreantly in the eyes of the 
world, that they might fall on us without mercy, and 
worry us with ſome reputation. 

2. By dividing the Church, and ſetting one part of 
it againſt the other.

; Nate with us. -I am ſure rhere hath not been wantin 
endeavour on their parr to effect 1t; endeavour [ fay, 
to make and aggravate and. perpetuate differences, that 
ſo all might lie at their mercy. How do they fort with 
all perſons, ſtrike into all Societies, take upon them= 
ſelves the guile of all parties, that they may bring each | 
to war againſt other, and fight the batrels of Rome-whilſt ' 
they fight one with the other, and all may fall a Sacri- | 
fice to its fury. | 
? 3. By downright force : that when other means do 
fail, or that they are weary of expecting what will be .- 
the iſſue of them, they do without more ado, run to 
their Arms, and bring the Cauſe to a decifion in open 
Field. In-open Field, ſay I, .1 wiſh that were all; nay 
they will aſſaflinate and maſſacre, . blow up or burn, or _ 
do any thing that either treachery. or cruelty can teach : : 
them. This is too: true a Character of the Church of 
Rome, That ever ſince it firſt .drew the ſword in the time _ 
of Hildebrand, never knew what it was to ſheath it a- | 
gain, but.that hath proſecuted it's Caule by. force of 
Arms to this day. It's that which hath claimed a-Juril- 
diction over Princes, and a power to depole and de-' 
throne them. It's that waich hath diſpoſed of their! |, 
Kingdoms, and given Subjects authority to rehel aoainft'|, 
them. It's that which hath raiſed Armies, and animated* :i 
D Prince®s 
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Princes to head them againſt the Laws of Nations. It's 
to that we are beholding for $8, when with the Popes 
bleſſing, no leſs than a Fleer of x39 Ships, with 19290 
Souldiers on board, beſides Seamen, was ſent to- invade 
England, and deſpoil Queen E!:zabeth of her Crown: 
and Kingdom, But what is all this to their bloody 
Conſpiracies! An Army cannot move without giving 
an Alarm, it awakens others, and puts them-upon their 
guard'; but when the malice walks like the peſtilence in 
darkneſs, and is diſguiſed either with the thews of friend- 
ſhip: and: peace, or elſe lies out of all diſcovery, it's far 
more dangerous. This makes the Church or people a- 
gainſt whom it is deſigned, more ſecure ; and the Enemy 
more confident of ſucceſs. Which brings to. the fourth 
general. 

4. Here is the confidence that they have of ſucceſs, 
and that may proceed from the review which they take- 
of their own policy and ſtrength, and from the obſer- 
vation which they make of the weakneſs of their ad- 
verſaries ; weak perhaps of themſelves, weaker perhaps. 
with their diviſions ; weak becauſe they are ſecure, and 
not aware of an aſſault ; and weak becauſe they have 
made no proviſion againſt it. Confident again they may 
be of ſucceſs becauſe the delizn lies out of fi;zht, and:

inquiſitive; when it lies ander ground in Vaults or Cel- 
lars, as it was in the Gunpowder-Treaſon 3 or what is ſo. 
well banded together, that it. cannot be well prevented, 
though. 
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thou: never ſo watchful, as that in 88. Confident 
again they may be of ſucceſs ; becauſe it is masked and 
diſuniicd, that it's carried on whilſt they pretend peace, 
friendihip, and alliance. So was the Pariſtan Mailacre, 
Anno 1672, when under the pretence of great jriend-= 
ſhip, upon the marriage berwixt the King of Nawar 
and Margaret ſiſter to the King of France, the Prote- 
ftants in great numbers were drawn into the City, and 
then above 3-000 of them barbarouſly murdered. So 
it was in $$, when a peace was propounded, and Com- + 
miſſioners on both ſides ſent to treat about it, with 
great and ſolemn proteſtations on the Prince of Parma's 
ſide that no invaſion was intended, and yet within a . 
few days after this, the Inwincible (as it was called) 
Armado ſet forth from Spain. So again in 160g, there 
were {ent from the Pope orders to forbid Confpiracies 
againſt the Government, whilſt at the ſame time the 
Gnnpowder-Treaſon was not without his privity in agita- 
tion. Whilſt theſe and the like arts are uſed, it 1s no + 
wonder that they promiſe themſelves good aſſurance of 
carrying the day, and that in good time they ſhall pres ' 
wail over them that they have thus far blinded and infas- 
tuated, But let not him that girdeth on his harneſs, _ 
bimſelf, as he that putteth it off ; nor talk too conti- 
dently of ſucceſs,til] he is ſure of it, For in this caſe there 
is a promiſe of God that is ſurer than all the counſels ; 
and power of men, which is, That the gates of Hell ſhall | | 
never prevail againſt the Church ; and as God will al-"2, 
D 2 ways-. 
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ways have a Church in the world, do men or Devils 
what they can ; fo alſo a particular Church (hall reap 
the benefit of that promiſe, it they take the courſe

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defence it had 1 aws again fuch, yet rarely put them 
to execution; and that notwithſtanding which, many 
of them held QtiFices, and all their Fitates, unlets for- 
tcired by ſome particular Treaſon, This Religion which 
hath fo much to {ay for 1t {c'f, and God hath fo much 
honour, and we our comfort and {alyation by ; nay, 
this Religion which they lived ſo ſafely under, did they 
{eek to lubvert. 

And that in a way ſo barbarous, that it wants both 

parallel and defence, and which the boldeſt of that Way 
cannot hear of without -bluſhing ; and howloever they 
would have been in the ſucceſs of it, cannot find any 
thing to excule.
